In adrertiiie; to tbe severe meaauree of 
Fetrenchmeot upon which tbe letter uti- 
madverta with to much spirit. Mid per- 
htpa with uperity, we would at once | 
acquit the Council, or at lee.it tbe great 
majority of its members, of oil sinister or 
ungenerous motives. \Vt hive do diffi- 
culty In believing, that they entered upon 
the consideration of the public expenditure 
with in honeat diipoaitian to epply to it 
no modinnlioai but luch *e they thould 
deem jual end neceaury . nor da we find 
it impossible to edmlt, that when they got 
fairly into the beat of the htuineu, and 
their psjeians warmed to the ardour of Uie 
conteet, (hey were urged by a aeal which, 
thgugh not ' according to knowledge,' wis 
in the main sincere and upright. But 
whitat we make these concession! to the 
rectitude of their alma, we must condemn

The Radical-retrenchment members set 
out upon a fallaetoua principle. They de- 
clarcd — or at least their most gar minus 
apokesahtn declared for Ihtm — that they 
wens in the poailion of heir* to an estate, 
who, having just attained their majority, 
and entered upon Ihe management of their 
own affairs, were justified in scrutinising 
the peat conduct of their trustees, and in 
dismissing without ceremony, and at a 
moment's notice, all the servants tnd 
office-bearer! whom the trustees had ap- 
pointed, but frith whose aerviceo they 
might tbemselvei think proper to dis- 

Ecnie. Thi* was * plausible theory, but 
ardly a correct one. The estate «u Dot 
an independent heritage, in which no person 
has a rightful property and paramount inta- 
reit but the individual heir. It wa* part and 
panel of* rait territory, in which there 
was a large community of interests and of 
rights, and of which there must neoetearily 
be many voices in the manag^nvent. ft 
was Mr property of tie BfititA tmpire j 
and it wa> for the supreme authority of 
the empire to judge and to determine, how 
it oonld best be aatniniitercd for the good 
of the whole proprietary. The supreme 
authority decided that it could be best 
managed, Orel by a Governor alone, then 
by a Governor and a Crown Council, and 
ultimately by a Governor and a Council 
partly nominated by the Crown, and partly 
elected by the people. Each of these 
managing agencies was instituted by the 
■ame sovereign power ; their acts, there- 
fore, were equally valid. The laws 
pasted by the purely Crown Legislature 
were valid, bicmue they were p steed 
in virtne of an imperial statute ; 
Ihe laws passed by Ihe present mixed 
Legislature are valid for tbe same reason, 
and no other. It ia manifest, there- 
fore, that Ihe similitude of an estate 
coming into the hand* ol its heir breaks 
down. The colonial estate has all along 
been in the hands of its rightful aigniora, 
tbe British Empire j it h*a all along been 
managed by competent agencies, the agen- 
cies constituted and appointed by that 
empire ; and the present agency can 
have no tight to question tbe powers of it* 
predecessors, since those powers flawed 
from the same authority a* it* own. 

The present Legislature was, then, a* 
much bound by the acts of the former 
Legislature, as one Ministry, or one Par- 
lilmrnt, or one King, is, or are, bound by 
the acta of their respective predecessors. 
It was bound to keep the public faith, to 
uphold the public houour and integrity, 
so far as its predecessor had pledged 
them. Where it would have been dis- 
honest lor the late Council to hare broken 
its own compact, expressed or clearly im- 
plied, wilh public servants, it was dis- 
honest for the present Council to treat 
such compact as a thing of no force, 
Where it wis competent to the late 
Council, on grounds of state necessity, to 
set aside itaowa previous arrangements, it 
was doubtless competent to the present 
Council to sat aside the same arrangements 
on the same ground, but oh no outer, the 
Council was empowered to an equal ex- 
lent, to pledge the con science of the Stat* ; 
and each was bound to an equal extent to 
tee that pledge redeetatc' 

That tome of lb* retrenchment i of the 
Session of last year larre imootitie, viewed 
with reference to the interests of the 
public! — and that other* nf them 
unjust, viewed with reference to individual 
rights — appeara to us beyond all doubt. 
That they wen dictated by good inten- 
tions, we repeat, we have no wish to dis- 
pute i but that they evinced a narrowness, 
of intellect, and a deplorable misconception 
of the real attitude and capabilities ot the 
colony, we muat be permitted firmly to be 
lieve. Not a few of the speeches by 
which these retrenchments war* enforsad, 
wen gross wholesale libel* upon the coun- 
try; and greatly do we fear they will do 
us irreparable mischief, for years to come, 
in Great Britain and Inland.

Patrick Carrol, eon stable in the Sydney 
polio*, deposed lhat ha knew lh* pilioner, 
and was also acquainted wllfa blm in March, 
19-H : hs also knsw the dtceaied and ramem ■ 
beted hie death, at which time witness wai 
searching wilh a warrant for Monies'* *ppre~ 
henaion, bul oould not luteeed In taking blm, 
as he bad absconded.

Mr. Tatxtv addressed the Court sad Jury 
si some length on behalf of tbe prisoner, tnd 
directing their attention lirtt le Ihe question 
or the prisoner's identity, pointed onl that 
Ihe only wilbtsi whose evidence wehl to 
identify the prisoner as the perpetrator of the 
crime bad formerly entertained much doubt 
upon the subject, and where a. doubt existed 
It waa alaarly the duty of ihe Jurj L where a 
punishment of such magnitude was involved, 
10 give Ihe prisoner the benefit uf that doubt. 
The fact of bit having absconded might, whan 
taken in connexion with other circumstances, 
have formed an Important link in the chain 
of evidence, but unsupported by any such 
circumstances, it would not operaia with 
any weight, for it would he too bad to come at 
ansa to a conclusion of the prisoner's guilt, 
merely because tor his own convenience he 
roighl hate changed his residence sod em- 
ployment from one part of the country to 
another. Suppoairsg, however, lha fact of 
identity to be fully established, the charge of 
mutder could not, he contended, be substan- 
tiated by lbs circumstances which had been

oy the deceased, which was the only psrjod 
at which such a provocation could have bad 
the effect of afford iiig a sufficient palliation 
In law of ihe ofience aa to reduce it 10 men* 
slaughter.
